It holds its needles 
under warm living room conditions. 
Some people prefer the spruce be- 
cause it is 
usually more sym- 


metrical. The Douglas fir, unless it 
las been cut for some time, re- 
tains its needles reasonably well 


Place End In Water 


All needles lose their moisture by 


evaporation, but on the firs the 
needles do not drop off even though 
dry. The foresters point out that 
it will help to place the freshly cut 
end of the tree trunk in water. This 
tends to lessen drying of the need- 
les, especially on spruce. 


The spruce have a scaly, slightly 


rough bark on the trunk of the 
tree, and its pointed needles are 
four-angled or square. Balsam fir 
and Douglas fir 
both have flat, 


blunt needles and smooth bark, on 
which there are pitch blisters. The 
Douglas fir can be distinguished 
from the others by its pointed, red- 
dish bud on the ends of the leaves. 


There are other trees that make 


very good Christmas trees, such as 
white pine and jack pine, but so 
far there has been little demand for 
them. 


Wisconsin tree dealers must have 


licenses, just like barbers and tav- 
ernkeepers and car owners. 
Be- 


fore they can cut trees on a piece 
of forest land, they must have the 
consent of the owner, the town- 
ship officials, and the county. 


There's more to it than that, how- 


ever. For example, if a man is 
renting property, he has no legal 
right to give permission. Only thc 
rightful owner has. And if prop- 
erty is mortgaged, Christmas tree 
dealers must get their permit from 
the holder of the mortgage.

"Court procedure is adapted to

"But it is impossible to subject the 
daily routine 
of fact finding in 


many of our agencies to court pro- 
cedure."

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New Revenue for Wisconsin 


In a 5 to 4 decision the federal supreme 


court sustained the right of the Wisconsin 
legislature to impose a'tax upon dividends 


' paid by non-resident corporations when 


limited to the profits earned by their 
property located in this state. 


It is a great stroke of luck for the 


state since it is estimated that about two 
millions will clink into the cash register 
of the commonwealth by reason of the de- 
cision. The-immediate gain,is obvious-but 


" the long run loss, if any, is too well con- 


cealed in obscurity to attempt to appraise. 


The citizen will gain a better view of 


the question involved if he observes a cor- 
pcration running the. gamut with its prcrf- 
its. If it makes $100,000 it will, under pres- 
ent laws, be required to pay in corporate 
income taxes to the state and nation about 
$31,000 exclusive of excess profits. From 
the balance of $69,000 it sets aside about 
$14,000 for new wrinkles in machinery" 
and reserve uncertainties. It is now ready 
to pay out $55,000 in dividends. But as it 
prepares to sign the checks the state asks 
another three per cent to be deducted 
from the dividend checks. Of course, af- 
ter the checks are mailed, less this tax, the 
state and the nation both step in with 
income taxes upon the individuals who 
may receive them. There was never any 
doubt that the three per cent tax on div- 
idends was lawful as applied to Wisconsin 
corporations doing business in this state. 
But the quarrel that went to Washington 
was whether it could 
be 
applied 
to 


profits made here by non-resident corpor- 
ations and which were distributed to their 
stockholders from their home office else- 
where. 


From the standpoint of justice in the 


abstract we like the decision since it 
•weighs equally upon the home and non- 
resident corporation. But it poses two 
rather involved propositions. In the first- 
place there'is extreme difficulty in as- 
certaining the profits of non-resident cor- 
porations traceable to Wisconsin business. 
But, more important, there may be pres- 
ent constantly an attitude toward the 
state at once unjust to us and improper 
but quite natural and aimed at all sorts 
of measures to keep Wisconsin profits 
down. 


The justice in the effect of the deci- 


sion is apparent to us all. The injuries 
cannot be computed and may, in fact, 
never happen. But the only certain way 
to insure against their happening is to 
have the same law enacted in every state. 


Tne Bum's Rush for Harry 


The attorney general's 
department, 


through the instrumentality of the FBI, 
has concluded that Harry Bridges is just 
another slippery Red and shouldn't bask 
in the sunshine Jcnown as America. The 
Department of Labor, after an exhaustive 
investigation covering a period of about 
four years, concluded that «Mr. Bridges 
was not a Red, was entitled to all' the 
rights, privileges and perquisites of an 
American citizen, and that his 
warm 


heart and warm \vords <\vere merely "mis- 
apprehended by those skittish people for- 
ever on a witch hunt. These conflicting 
conclusions may result in making of Mr. 
Bridges a "pale martyr in s shirt of fire" 
but they make of the administration a 
stumbling, irresolute institution with a 
brain of ice. 


There are many possible interpreta- 


tions when the right hand of the adrom- 
tration doesn't know what the left hand is 
doing and both legs seem to be paralyzed. 
It may appear to some that Harry Bridges 
was a devoted friend so long as he was 
doing nothing more than jimmying the 
front office and tossing ciowbars into the 
machinery of our American industries. So 
long as our own industrialists seem to be 
the biggest losers and the maddest hatters 
those at Washington obtained a certain 
sort of piquant relish out of the disorder. 
But as soon as merrie England was in dan- 
ger Harry could no longer be treated as a 
problem child, a poor psycopalh driven to 
Moscow by the hellish abuses of American 
employers. 
And over night he became 


an enemy of the state. 


Some time, whenever you get a chance, 


attend one of those reproductions of an- 
cient Indian days. Observe a big pow- 
wow. The painted braves dance hinged at 
the middle. Their arms move up and 
down as they emit unintelligible and rau- 
cous yells. If you cannot understand it 
you will have it as clearly as Washington 
understands its purpose in proceeding fur- 
ther against Bridges.

George Bernard Shaw, Irish by blood 


and English by association, furnished by 
far the best and most clear headed state- 
men! concerning the Irish ports that has 
yet been put into print. 


Mr. Shaw first presented the Irish side. 


The ports are theirs. The war is Eng- 
land's. Their hopes and sympathy go to 
the English. But the welfare of their own 
people they do not consider involved. 


Of this point, Mr. Shaw has nothing 


but praise. He speaks of DeValera as a 
great patriot, certainly a man of iron 
courage, and "a marvel of integrity in 
public and private life." 


And then he turns to England's needs 


and Mr. Churchill's statesmanship. And 
for answer he puts into the English prime 
minister's mouth these burning words: 


"I see your position, but'I feel about 


England exactly as you do about Ire- 
land, and I will not allow 40 million 
Britons to be starved and defeated to 
save the paltry neutrality of a few mil-- 
lion hostile Iri.sh. If and when the 
situation becomes grave enough to 
convince America that I have no al- 
ternative, I will re-occupy your ports 
and leave you to do your damndest." 
This is stern necessity talking. And 


.when actual necessity stares a statesman 
in the face, and he turns and runs from 
her, he is a peanut cracker. 
" •• 


Mr. Shaw adds some further thoughts. 


He says that local patriotism, such as that 
indicated by Ireland, is as dead as a door- 
nail. 
He declares the ports really bc- 


•long to the world, to civilization, ''to the 
most holy Almighty." And he adds that 
England must borrow them all of which 
sounds like Herr Hitler. 


Churchill hates to 
take ' over these 


ports. He will be repeating Hitler in the 
low countries and Scandinavia. But he 
will have the argument that Hitler's vio- , 
lation of neutrality elsewhere' justified' 
his, and that the only known way of fight- 
ing Satan is in employing the most in- 
tense flames that can be created. 


Nonetheless, Hitler struck Belgiunv to 


get at his foes and if England takes the 
Irish ports so as to hurl its shafts more 
accurately at the Germans it will be act- 
ing in the same way as Berlin and for the 
same reason. How long would we in 
America hestitate about invading Mexico 
against her will if we considered the step 
as advantageous to our security under the 
hammerings of war? 


Napoleon II 


The coffin containing the remains of 


Napoleon's son, endearingly called L'Aig- 
lon or the Eaglet, has been removed frem- 
its crypt in the Capuchin church at Vienna 
where it has been for 108 years, trans- 
ported to Paris and placed alongside that 
of the imperial and imperious Napoleon 
whose life,was dominated by the elusive 
lures of glory and the bitter lies of am- 
bition. 


The two coffins do not even belong to- 


gether. L'Aiglon lived only to his twen- 
ty-first birthday and died of tuberculosis. 
His mother was the Austrian, the Princess 
Marie Louise, who detested the man she 
married and was employed by him only 
to establish a royal lineage that failed just 
as his far flung plans for splendor and 
aggrandizement plummeted to the ground 
like a stricken bird and never arose again. 


It was probably fortunate for L'Aiglon 


that he died in early manhood. He never 
could have become anything but a pawn 
for the mad schemes of others who would 
seek to crowd around the stained luster 
of his magic name the tremendous mili- 
tary qualities of his father. Perhaps in- 
stead of a calcined heart he was blessed 
by heaven with a merciful one. Perhaps 
instead of wading through slaughter to a 
throne he would have been happy to have 
Worn sabots and toiled in a field. Per- 
haps in other words, lie might have been 
humane. 


But the French will probably receive 


as a token of esteem from the German* 
this return of dust 'and bones, and facile 
imaginations will build castles in the air 
of what might have been had the English 
lost at Waterloo and L'Aiglon become an 
Eagle too. 


The glories of Napoleon are remem- 


bered. 
The mibcrics and wretchedness, 


the wasted toil and useless tears are for- 
gotten. 
Mark Antony was not exactly 


right. The evil men do lives after .them if 
they will glaze it over carefully with 
that sheer and shimmering silk called 
glory.

WMfclmion—New CIO president Phil Murray 


has his anti-red supporters baffled. 


At the Atlantic City convention he balked 


for several days at taking the office because he 
could net get assurances of a free hand from 
the -left-wing Lewis faction. Finally, through 
the timely leadership of Sidney Hillman, this 
promise was won for Murray and he was elect-, 
cd clear of any restraints to clean house. 


Murray's backers did not expect him to start

ONE WHO BACKED WILLKIE 


To the anti-Lewisites, Haywood is poison. He 


'is not a left-winger, but-he is completely un- 
der Lewis' thumb. When John L. bolted to Will- 
kic, Haywood not only was one of the few con- 
sequential CIO officials who followed him, but 
went overboard in a big way. 


Haywood made a-*speech for Willkie espe- 


cially for the. purpose of distribution among 
auto'workers: Thousands of copies of the talk 
were printed .and inserted in official CIO en- 
velopes for mailing to the locals. But at the 
last moment, Ix»e Pressman, left-wing CIO gen- 
eral counsel, became worried that the envel- 
opes might be a violation of the CIO constitu- 
tion, and on his advice the speeches were ex- 
tracted and plain envelopes substituted. 


All this, of -course, is fully known to the an- 


tis, who can't figure out why, as his first move, 
Murray, who did not bolt to Willkie, should 
strengthen the hand of a man who did and who 
is- one of Lewis' closest liegemen. 


Also baffling to them was the discovery that 


Murray last week attended an intimate dinner 
party at the home of Pressman, during which 
the spark plug of the left-wingers put on a 
dove-eyed exhibition of reverential admiration 
for'his guest. 


.There was a time not so long ago when Mur- 


ray made no secret to friends of his dislike for 
Pressman. But there was no evidence of this at 
the dinner party, and Murray's supporters are 
worriedly wondering what all these develop- 
ments add up to. 
LONGEST SPEECH 


Tom Dewey got a thrill and a chuckle from 


his luncheon at the capital with Floor Leader 
Joe Martin and other house Republicans. The 
thrill was an invitation to be the principal 
speaker at the GOP Lincoln Day dinner, which 
the ambitious district attorney accepted with 
alacrity. 


The chuckle was evoked by a story about 


the "longest political speech on record" which 
gangling, curly-haired Representative John M. 
Robison of Kentucky, a member of the Lin- 
coln Day committee, said he made when he 
first ran for congress in 1918. 


One hot July night during the campaign 


Robsion of Kentucky, a member of the Lin- 
Robsion addressed a big crowd in a county 
courthouse and was amazed by the enthusiastic 
reception. Cheers rent the air with every sen- 
tence and there was a vociferous "more, more" 
when he tried to conclude after an hour. 


Spurred by the1 applause, the young candi- 


date continued his harangue, but after three 
hours had to quit from sheer exhaustion. The 
crowd nearly tore the courthouse down when 
he descended, limp and perspiring, from the 
platform. 


As he was leaving with the local sheriff, 


Robsion boasted: "These people sure were en- 
thusiastic tonight. It looks like this county is in 
the bag.4' 


"Don't set too much store by the way them 


fellers carried on. Jack," confided the sheriff. 
"Nobody there (hie) was sober but vou." 
LQRD LOTHIAN'S DEATH 


There is much disappointment and sorrow in 


Washington over the death of Lord Lothian. 
Not since the days of Lord Bryce did the Brit- 
ish Empire have a' representative so respected, 
so understanding, and so sympathetic with the 
American people. 


David Lloyd George, whom Lothian once 


served as secretary, once expressed the view 
that Washington usually killed its British am- 
bassadors. And although Lloyd George did not 
then know .that his secretary was to hold this 
post, his words probably explain, in part, the 
sudden death of Lord Lothian. 


"The men we send to Washington," Lloyd 


George once said to Karl Bickel, famous ex- 
chief of the United Press, "arc accustomed to 
our British climate and they have geared their 
lives to its tempo. Then they reach America, 
and your drive, drive is frightfully stimulating. 
They start rushing around, going places and 
trying to do too much. They do not realize they 
are overdrawing on their resources, and they 
either die or break down." 


The doctors of Washington have an addi- 


tional explanation for the passing of Lord 
Lothian, which is all the more tragic becaus'e 
they believe his death could have been pre- 
vented. 
NO DOCTOR PRESENT 


Lothian died of urcmic infection, a condition 


that comes only after failure of the kidneys to 
function properly, which failure normally pre- 
vails for weeks or months before uremia sets in. 


In other words, a patient knows that he is

And the medicos say that after a test, the ail- 
ment can be checked by regulation of the diet 
and other living habits. A patient might live 
indefinitely, and pursue a fairly normal course, 
under such treatment. 


But Lothian, firm in his religious beliefs, (he 


was a Christian Scientist), sought no such 
trcatmcpt. and even when he became seriously 
ill, four days before his death, gave explicit 
instructions not to call a doctor. 


Therefore, no doctor attended him until after 


his death. And this made it necessary for the 
coroner to come in, as in the case of death by 
violence, to make an examination and pro- 
nounce the patient dead.

For while a 
disarmed and non-resisting nation 
must subinit to any demand which 
stronger nations make, it can haye 
peace at this price. Denmark is an 
example of a country which was 
unarmed and did not and could not 
resist. It is conquered but it has 
not been at war. 
But to be half- 


armed and half-resisting, to adopt 
a great program which will mate 
us some day the most powerful na- 
tion on earth and then to execute 
it "half-heartedly, is a policy which 
provokes war. 
--For while Great Britain and 
France foolishly allowed 
Hitler 


seven years in which to make Ger- 
many the mightiest military pow- 
er in Europe, we shall be deluding 
ourselves desperately'if we imagine 
that Nazi Germany and militarist 
Japan will with equal folly give us 
seven years in which to make our- 
selves invincible. There is an al- 
most incredible naivete in the view 
held by many that a -victorious 
triple Axis would sit still while we 
developed in a leisurely fashion 
tfe mightiest navy in the world 
and. the greatest air force. Experi- 
ence, as well as horse sense, should 
teach us that there is no more dan- 
gerous time for a nation than the 
interval between the adoption of a 


its 
greet armament program and 
effective accomplishment. 


For in that interval a nation is 


unready to fight, and yet the very 
fact of its arming is an extreme 
provocation to war. The United 
States will be passing through an 
interval of this character 
for at 


least five years. 
For not sooner 


than that shall we begin to have a 
two-ocean navy, and the fact that 
we are building such a navy will 
constitute a standing provocation to 
attack us, if it is feasible to attack 
us before we can complete the na- 
vy. Until they arc ready for action, 
the warships and planes that are 
merely on order are not only not 
available for defense but are much 
the most effective rieason why we 
should be challenged. 


It is true that the democracies do 


not fight wars to prevent other na- 
tions from becoming 
powerful. 


Great Britain and France allowed 
Hitler to arm. They then allowed 
Italy to stay out of the war until 
Mussolini thought he was ready to 
fight. We have allowed the Japa- 
nese,to go ahead buidling a navy 
equal to our own. But totalitarian 
states are. not governed by paci 
fists. They arc soverned by mili- 
tary leaders who as a matter of 
policy always strike, if they can. 
before their antagonist is ready 
That is why they win so many vic- 
tories in the first phase of a war 
That is why it takes such a lont; 
time and such a frightful expendi- 
ture of blood and treasure to defeat 


j them-, in the. end. They precipitate 


I the war when they are ready arid 
| the others merely threaten to be 
ready. And since the democracies 
do not go all out for preparedness 
until they are actually at war and 
in mortal danger, the time-table of 
totalitarian war calls for a blow in

"In high school I was interested 


in art and illustrated 
our school 


publications. I even took a course 
in commercial art on the side. 


"A number of business mcn have 


paid me to do advertising sketches 
for them, but still I can't land a 
job in an agency. Dr. Crane, what 
would you advise?" 
DIAGNOSIS: 


Our trouble with young men to- 


day is the fact that they all try to 
get jobs by the same method. They 
stampede the front office and try to 
come into an organization by the 
front door. 


That policy is all right, if it pro- 


duces results, but when a talented 
man like Frank cannot get into an 
agency by the front entrance, he 
should remember that there are 
other avenues of approach. 


Here's an actual case of a former 


student who had almost the same 
qualifications as Frank and wanted 
an advertising job. He tried to get 
one but was unsuccessful. 


So I advised him to take any 


position he could land in a large de- 
partment store. He procured a job 
as clerk in the men's clothing sec- 
tion. 


Try The Back Door 


After he had demonstrated his 


efficiency in that regard, he began 
to bring in an occasional sketch for 
use as a sho-card. His superior was 
quite impressed, and took the card 
along to a member of the store's 
advertising department. 


Soon the boy had an interview 


with the advertising manager, and 
was asked to do some art work. He 
succeeded with this initial assign- 
ment, and then landed a permanent 
position in the advertising depart- 
ment 


He simply entered upon his ca- 


reer by the "back door," so to speak.

Early Impressions Last 


Keep forever reminding a child 


that he has a nervous temperament, 
or a poor digestion, or that he 
mustn't over-exert himself because 
he is not strong, and you will make 
an invalid out of him. Likewise 
half of the bad boys and girls in 
the world are tough because they 
are trying to live up to the repu- 
tation they have at home. 


It is these early impressions of 


ourselves that we gain from out 
parents that do so much to make 
or mar our lives. For all that many 
a man who is a failure lacked of 
being a success was a belief in his 
own ability that his parents de- 
stroyed in his childhood. 


He never got over the idea im- 


planted in his mind while he was 
in the cradle that he wasn't clever 
and would never amount to much, 
and that made him a coward, afraid 
to trust his'own judgment, or dare 
to take any risks. 


All that keeps many a woman

Don't Break Morale

And. in so many young .souls the. 


fire has been put out upon the 
altar, so much ambition killed by 
the child being taught at home to 
distrust itself and to believe that it 
had no ability to achieve success.

Varieties of both kinds of corn, 


gathered from all parts of the state, 
were analyzed.. To eliminate any 
variation which might be due to 
moisture difference, results were 
calculated to a uniform 15 per cent 
moisture basis, that's equivalent to 
No. 2 grade. 


Sixteen samples of the open pol- 


linated corn averaged 9.55 per cent, 
protein Thirty-six samples of Wis- 
consin hybrid corn averaged 9.33 
per cent protein. The hybrid sam- 
ples were selected to represent very 
early to late maturing varieties. 


The investigators say the differ- 


ence of about a fifth of 1 per cent 
protein in this scries of tests does 
not seem to be significant, but they 
do not consider the results as final. 
More samples will be analyzed to 
check the accuracy of the results 
and to determine if there is strain 
uniformity. 


In making the tests, the depart- 


ment was trying to find out what 
effect there would be on mainten- 
ance of protein guarantees in feed 
formulation if there were a shift 
from the open pollinated to the 
hybrid type. 


Results of the analyses will be of 


widespread interest because of the 
claim made frequently that hybrid 
com has very much lower protein 
content than open pollinated varie- 
ties.

provided substantial capacity for 
the production of nitrate of soda 
and have made it possible readil> 
to expand this capacity. A consid- 
erable portion of the sulphuric acic 
formerly required for the produc- 
tion of nitric acid for explosives has 
been released for fertilizer needs.

U. S. Public May Favor Gifts, 
Instead of Loans, to England

WatMngtMt—At first glance it may not seem to'make sense but there's 


• good chance that outright gifts 'of money to England -would be more 
popular in this country than loans. 


Mrs. Roosevelt is trying out the idea on the. public, having spoken in 


favor of gifts rather than loans when questioned at her press conference. 
This idea has long been advocated by some of the 
administration group as the better way to meet the 
question when the time comes. But everyone was 
nervous about springing it. 


Politicians are inclined to be timid about new is* 


sues. Back in 1931 Mr. Hoover was urged by his ad* 
viaers to declare a moratorium on the war,debts. He' 
opposed it for a long time, fearing that it would be 
highly unpopular. When the collapse came in Europe 
and he was forced to act. his moratorium proved to 
be one of the few popular things he did. It was re- 
garded generally by-the country as a sensible and 
realistic action. 


The quick, curbstone idea might be that we should 


lend rather than give But when the alternatives are 
weighed, it is probable that a surprising amount of

support will come lor gifts—or grants as they may be called. Indeed, it 
would not be surprising to find important Republican support for gifts 
rather than loans.

Drawn Against Head 
Of Menasha Polict 


M«u»h» — Mayor W. H. Jensen 


threatened Police Chief Alex Sloms- 
ki with removal from office at a city 
council meeting last night and de- 
clared that the chief has obtained 
gasoline for his car illegally at tax- 
payers' expense. 


The mayor instructed City At- 


torney Edward C. McKenzie to pre- 
pare papers bringing charges against 
the chief. "I'm going to charge you 
for the gas you've used," the mayor 
said to the chief, and said to the 
attorney, "I want you to file those 
papers. I'm going ahead with it I'll 
have him removed from his job if 
necessary. I want something done 
about it." The mayor several times 
repeated the remark, "I'm not fool- 
inc." 


Chief Slomski admitted that he 


has been getting gasoline for "his 
automobile and charging it to the 
squad car account but said that he 
used the automobile on police bus- 
iness. He said that the city has fur- 
nished gasoline and oil for chiefs' 
caw as long as he can remember 
and Neenah. Appleton and other ci- 
ties furnish gasoline for their chiefs' 
cars. He said that he "could not re- 
member" that the mayor told him 
not to have the oil changed in his 
car at the city garage or if he had 
had his car greased and washed at 
city expense. 


City Has Its Own Tank 


In the past the city has divided 


its gasoline business among the ser- 
vice stations. However, the city 
has installed a tank at the city gar- 
age and discussion of what cars 
were to receive gasoline brought 
about the charges against the chief. 


"He's so cocky he thinks he can 


do anything he wants to. He'll not 
do it I'll be the mayor and he can 
be chief," the mayor declared. The 
mayor said that nothing is allowed 
in the budget lor the chiefs car and 
Alderman John Scanlon said noth- 
ing was authorized by the council 
Scanlon said that he checked the 
vouchers and only the squad car 
is shown as having received gas- 
oline. "He sent the officers to get 
his car f illed up," the mayor stated, 
"but I don't blame the officers." 


"We installed the tank to save 


money but there'll be no saving if 
everybody and his cousin fills up 
there," the mayor said. Til issue 
orders that if the chief or anyone 
else gets gasoline there, he'll be fir- 
ed." The council decided that only 
city owned vehicles, including the 
street department, park department, 
squad car, fire department, water 
and light department, and school 
nurse car, can be filled at the city 
station.
